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Introduction  to  Domestic  Edition 


The  National  Association  of  Manufacturers  is  now  in  the  eleventh 
year  of  its  existence,  and  the  present  edition  of  the  American  Trade 
Index  is  the  seventh  which  it  has  issued  and  presented  to  its  members. 
With  this  issue  of  the  book  a slight  change  has  been  made,  two  editions 
being  printed,  one  for  presentation  to  leading  business  people  in  all  for- 
eign countries,  and  the  other  for  the  special  use  of  members  of  the  As- 
sociation and  large  American  buyers  generally. 

The  foreign  edition  has  been  prepared  on  the  same  plan  as  the  edi- 
tions of  1902,  1903  and  1904 — that  is,  with  an  introduction  and  indices  in 
the  Spanish,  German  and  French  languages  as  well  as  in  English,  so  as 
to  make  the  book  equally  helpful  to  those  who  understand  any  one  of 
the  four  chief  commercial  languages  of  the  world. 

In  the  foreign  edition  are  inserted  specially  prepared  sheets  for 
the  merchant  abroad  to  send  to  the  Association  when  any  special  infor- 
mation may  be  desired,  at  the  same  time  introducing  himself,  describing 
his  business  and  giving  the  references  which  all  reputable  houses  abroad 
are  prepared  to  give  when  called  upon.  In  the  domestic  edition  this  extra 
matter  has  been  omitted  as  not  being  necessary,  thereby  making  the  book 
more  convenient  for  handy  reference. 

The  first  edition  of  the  book  was  one  of  5,000  copies;  in  1904  12,000 
copies  were  printed,  and  the  present  edition  numbers  13,000  copies. 
Every  year  the  book  is  more  and  more  frequently  referred  to  both  at 
home  and  abroad  and  is  becoming  more  generally  recognized  as  a stand- 
ard reference  work  for  the  best  class  of  American  manufacturers  in  all 
lines  of  industry.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Association  that  it  shall  be  used 
more  and  more  for  reference  purposes  by  members*  in  order  that  the  co- 
operative idea  which  has  made  the  Association’s  work  so  efficient  in 
various  ways  shall  also,  other  things  being  equal,  promote  the  individual 
manufacturing  and  commercial  interests  of  each  member.  For  this  rea- 
son the  displayed  announcements  in  the  back  part  of  the  volume  should 
' not  be  overlooked,  as  so  much  more  detailed  information  regarding  the 
products  of  manufacturers  mentioned  therein  are  given  than  can  be 
printed  in  the  ordinary  paragraphs  in  the  alphabetical  section  of  the  work. 

The  book  is  issued  annually,  because  there  is  a constant  increase  in 
the  membership  of  the  Association;  and  developments  in  manufacturing 
enterprise  among  members  also  necessitate  a new  edition  yearly,  in 
order  to  keep  buyers  abroad  and  at  home  fully  abreast  of  the  progress 
made  by  the  manufacturing  industries  so  completely  represented  by  the 
Association.
